For the town usually 
hires five private units to supple- 
ment its own eight. The rate is $7 
per hour per unit. Thus, Lawson | 
said, you only have to hire the 
private equipment for five hours 
to more than equal the amount of 
the weather forecasters’ bill. If 
the firm says the snow will not 
accumulate too much, ‘‘we can 
hold off’? on hiring the equipment 
and save that money, he continued. 


Get Fast Jump 

Or, on the other hand, if the 
forecast is for a heavy storm, the 
department can get a jump on it 
and probably avoid bad tie-ups 
during or after the snowfall. 

“We salt the hills and the main | 
street’’, Lawson explained, “‘so 
that the snow will stay soft and be 
easier to handle. The rest of the 


town is kept plowed out as soon 
as there is enough snow to plow — 
thus keeping it from piling up and 
becoming a bad problem.”’

In addition to the saving, the 
forecasting firm also makes it 
easier for the town to meet the 
emergency, Lawson declared.
